study of the effects of high alti 
ludcs and varying speeds on air- 
crews. 

The prevention of disease-carry- 
ing' is of great importance . since 
serious epidemics of malaria or 
yellow fever could be caused by 
the ' carrying of mosquitoes from 
tropical- lands. * . 

Dr. de Tavel stated that the mojt 
important aspect of aviation medi- 
cine' is the effect of high altitudes 
and quickly changing vaccciei-.)- 
tions on man; .These effects, in 
order to be counteracted, must be 
carefully studied with the help of 
numerous pressure chamber tests. 

In order to care for themselves 
under ail types of flight conditions, 
crew members have. ^ to ,;bev taught 
First Aid. They .miist' Ithbw how 
to prevent fatigue and "blackoutV 
as much as possible, since in the 
aforementioned state a man losss 
consciousness and the use of all his 
senses. - , 

Dr. dc Tavel concluded with the 
remark that Aviation Medicine U 
very important now with commer- 
cial air travel at its peak. It is 
still 'an open field with plenty of 
room i^or advancement and re 
search. • '
